FLINT (AP) — A United Auto 
Workers local 
at Flint voted 
Sunday in a m em bership m eet­ 
ing to switch its endorsement for 
President from George C. Wal­ 
lace to Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey. 
Last 
month 
Ternstedt Local 
326 voted in a sim ilar meeting 
to endorse Wallace who has ap­ 
peared at Flint in his campaign. 
Wallace backers have indicated 
they expect many votes from 
among the 80.000 auto workers 
in the Flint area. 
The local has a membership 
of about 4.500 but only 220 at­ 
tended the meeting, 
many of 
them Negroes who advocated 
switching the endorsement from 
Wallace to Dem ocrat Humphrey. 
Nationally the UAW has endors­ 
ed Humphrey and has been cam ­ 
paigning among

members 
telling them basically that a vote 
for Wallace will in effect be a 
vote for Republican candidate 
Richard M. Nixon.

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Proposal No. 5 


Proposal No. 5 on the Nov. 5 election ballot 
in Michigan would amend the Michigan Consti­ 
tution to permit state legislators to resign from 
office during their elected term to seek election 
to another state office. 
Hie Michigan Constitution as now worded 
and construed prohibits the election as well as 
the appointment of members of the Legislature 
during their term of office to another state of­ 
fice. 
Proposal No. 5 on the Nov. 5 ballot would 
amend the constitution to add: “Election to pub­ 
lic office by vote of the electorate is not a civil 
appointment.” 


The constitution provides that “All political 
power is inherent in the people . . . “so the Leg­ 
islature is proposing in Proposal No. 5 on the 
Nov. 5 ballot that the people exercise their pol­ 
itical power and resolve this issue. 
The issue comes to a decision by vote of the 
people because: 
1. Attorney General Frank Kelley ruled on 
Feb. 24, 1967 that a member of the Legislature 
may not seek election or be appointed to a state 
office during the term for which he is elected, 
regardless whether he resigns as a member of 
the Legislature. 
2. Both the House and Senate of the Legis­ 
lature legislated immediately to upset the attor­ 
ney general’s ruling by lawmaking, declaring 
that the term “election” is not synonymous with 
the term “civil appointment.” Governor Romney 
signed the House bill into law effective June 12, 
1968. 
3. The Michigan Supreme Court, reversing 
the Michigan Court of Appeals, held in effect 
that the case law of Michigan, construing state 
constitutions prior to the current 1963 constitu­ 
tion and defining appointment as being equiva­ 
lent to election, was again affirmed. 
So the legislators were prohibited from fil­ 
ing and running for other state offices w i t h 
terms that started during the term for which 
they were elected to the Legislature. 
*

In opposition to Proposal 3 (to permit legis­ 
lators to quit and seek election to other office) 
it is cited that the Michigan Supreme Court has 
consistently over many years coustved the 
constitution as prohibiting election of members 
of the Legislature to another office during their 
term. It is argued that the amendment would 
permit office holders to seek other office with­ 
out having to choose such an office until actually 
elected. And that such candidacies might abuse 
legislators’ powers and be against public policy. 
This newspaper believes that a “Yes” vote 
on Proposal 5 will not be against public policy 
and is proper. 
Why should we single out legislators as the 
only office holders who are subject to this re­ 
striction on seeking office, as they are under 
the present law and interpretation? There could 
be no question of a legislator holding two offices 
at one time, since he would have to resign one if 
elected. 
*

* 
Biblical morality applied to this question 
will note that the workers in the vineyard were 
paid according to their contract, not their la­ 
bor, but the contract (office term) here need 
not be inviolable. It is natural for legislators to 
want to upgrade themselves in public office and 
there need be no stern, irrevocable impediment 
to the process like this one. 
It can result in persons of lesser ability 
winning public office because of the non-avail­ 
ability of legislators and there is no real threat 
of mass exodus from legislative office to try 
for higher office. The most common occasion 
will probably be a state representative trying 
for the state senate or for congress. 
We used to think that a public official’s 
pay was fixed for his term, but we are now mov­ 
ing toward commission action on such matters 
to get away from the prohibition on legislators 
fixing their own pay. There are some questions 
about orderly elective process and the integrity 
of elective terms, but we do not regard them as 
so serious as to require legislators to see oppor­ 
tunity for higher office denied them just because 
they’re legislators. 


Longer Life 
If medical scientists could just eliminate 
all diseases and if safety experts could prevent 
all accidents, everyone ought to live to be a hun­ 
dred or two. 
It sounds logical, but it doesn’t work out 
that way. 
Statisticians with Metropolitan Life have 
calculated how much life expectancy would be 
increased if deaths from the major diseases and 
from accidents were reduced by 50 per cent, 
which does not seem to be unreasonable or un­ 
attainable goal, if a distant one. 
The largest increase would come if deaths 
from heart and blood vessel diseases were halved. 
But it would range only from three to five years. 
Gains in longevity from cutting cancer 
deaths in half would range from about one-half 
to I Vi years. 
Tile halving of deaths from accidents, in­ 
cluding motor vehicle accidents, would increase 
average life expectancy at birth by more than 
half a year but would have little effect at ages 
65 and over. 
For newborns, present average life expec­ 
tancy remains a shade under 70. If by some mir­ 
acle deaths from all major causes were cut in 
half, their lease on life would be extended by a 
total of 8-H years. 
Not bad, but still somewhat short of Methu­ 
selah.

'Clear-Cutting‘ Coming Back? 
Even-Age' Hardwood 
Forest Seen Comer' 


There is 
considerable 
talk 
among 
professional 
foresters 
about “even-age” m anagem ent 
of our tim ber resources, espe­ 
cially hardwoods. 
If you are not fam iliar with 
the term , you might bone up 
on its meaning and implica­ 
tions, as there is general agree­ 
m ent 
between 
industry 
and 
government resource m anagers 
that even-age forest m anage­ 
m ent will soon be with us. 
They contend that it is the 
simplest, most practical and ef­ 
ficient system based on years 
of 
experience 
and 
intensive 
study. 
W hat’s it all about?

American Forest Institute, ex­ 
plains it this way: 
“For many years now. it nas 
been alm ost axiomatic that a 
woodland owner should m an­ 
age his tim ber for continuous 
tree crops, usually by selective 
h a r v e s t This practice calls for 
the removal of tim ber as it be­ 
comes m ature and m erchanta­ 
ble, leaving room 
for 
added 
growth on remaining trees and 
natural regeneration,” he said. 
“Today, especially on large 
tracts of timber, foresters have 
found that the best develop­ 
m ent of reproduction 
follows 
the removal of all trees, small 
as well as large, 
in 
an 
old 


stand. Simply put, that means 
clear - cut, he asserted.

The Chicago-based public in­ 
formation specialist 
conceded 
that foresters who know what 
they are 
talking 
about 
may 
still have considerable difficul­ 
ty in 
convincing 
owners 
of 
small properties to accept the 
even-age m anagem ent concept. 
“He can hardly expect the 
woodland owner to get too ex­ 
cited about the long cutting 
intervals, as most tree farm ers 
have become accustomed to the 
short cutting cycles associated 
w ith selective harvests, and the 
frequency of the dollar return 
or. their tim ber investments. 
“He also recognizes the pos­ 
sibility that the small wood­ 
land owner who 
accepts 
the 
recommendations to 
clear-cut 
part of his tim ber m ight also 
clear the rest and put the en­ 
tire property to some other use. 
This would merely 
aggravate 
the problem of applying good 
forestry practices to the land,” 
Zieman stated.

Studies indicate that as 
the 
average volume per 
acre of 
even - age

builds up, the cutting interval 
is 
progressively 
shortened. 
With the greater

acre, fewer acres need to be 
cut-over each time.

For­ 
esters feel that even-age m an­ 
agement can help

He said that it is quite likely 
that

m anagement applied to large 
ownerships, public and private, 
but that it is relatively safe 
to say that owners of small 
properties will continue to care 
far and m aintain their tim ber 
by selective

have 
reached m aturity and for which 
there is a healthy m arket. 
“But if you 
happen 
to go 
down the road and see a clear­ 
cut operation, just 
remember 
that you were 
forewarned— 
and rem em ber too, that 
time

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Kelley Wants Revision 
Of State Election Laws 


LANSING fAP) — U n l e s s 
you're 
Hubert 
Humphrey or 
Richard Nixon or George Wal­ 
lace. or the official presidential 
candidate of one of five minor 
political parties, you can’t vote 
for yourself for 
president 
in 
Michigan this year. 
But it is possible to write in 
the name of Nixon, the Repub­ 
lican candidate, m ark the ballot 
next to his name and have the 
votes count for the Democrats 
or for W allace’s American Inde­ 
pendent Party. 
And for that m atter, you prob­ 
ably can’t vote for anybody for 
president — N i x o n , Wallace, 
Humphrey or anybody else. 
The reasons for that perplex­ 
ing state of affairs lie in the 
nation’s electoral college sys­ 
tem. instituted by the U.S. Con­ 
stitution and implemented by 
Michigan’s election laws. 
McCarthy Question 
There’s little Michigan can do 
to change the Constitution, but 
Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley says he 
will ask the Legislature next 
year for a “ top to bottom revi­ 
sion” of the election law. 


Kelley’s vow followed by only 
one day his form al opinion that 
it’s 
impossible 
for 
dissident 
Democrats to cast valid votes 
this year for Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy or for a slate of presi­ 
dential electors pledged to him. 
“ It is my view that the law 
is absurd, unfair and undemo­ 
cratic,” Kelley saki. But he add­ 
ed his views couldn’t change his 
form al ruling. “ As attorney gen­ 
eral,” he said, “ I am required 
to ‘tell it like it is’ as far as 
the law is concerned, not like I 
m ight wish it to be.” 
Under the 
electoral system, 
voters do not cast ballots direct­ 
ly for the presidential candidates 
whose names are on the ballot. 
| They actually vote for a list of 
21 
strangers 
whose 
nam es 
rhey’ve probably never seen. 
Interpretation 
The 21 are the officially certi­ 
fied electors of the party whose 
candidate he favors. If that slate 
gets more votes than any other, 
then those 21 strangers will cast 
Michigan’s 21 electoral votes for 
president. 
But, as Kelley interprets the 


state law, votes for a slate of 
electors are not valid unless the 
slate has been certified 
by a 
political party to the secretary 
of state. 
That apparently stalled a plan 
by McCarthy backers to avoid 
voting indirectly for Humphrey 
by putting on their ballots stick­ 
ers listing an uncertified slate of 
electors of their own. The pro- 
McCarthy forces could, however, 
challenge 
Kelley’s 
ruling 
in 
court. 
Moreover, Kelley said, under 
the electoral system ifs impas­ 
sible to write M cCarthy’s nam e 
on the ballot, vote for him and 
have the vote counted for him. 
Must Be Certified 
A voter 
could 
scratch 
out 
Humphrey’s name and w rite in 
M cCarthy’s, 
but 
it 
wouldn’t 
make any difference. His vote 
would still be counted for the 
regular slate of Dem ocratic elec­ 
tors. It would be the sam e as 
if he had simply left H um phrey’s 
name there in Hie first place. 
He could even scratch out 
Hum phrey’s nam e and w rite in 
Nixon’s. His vote, if he then cast 


it, would still go to the Demo­ 
cratic slate. 
In short, you can write in 
anybody’s nam e you want on the 
ballot, even, your own, but if you 
aren’t backed by a political par­ 
ty with a properly certified list 
of presidential electors, it won’t 
do you a bit of good. 
Unless the courts decide other­ 
wise, then, ifs safe to assum e 
that the presidential race in 
Michigan will be won by one of 
seven political panties: Republi­ 
can, Democrat, American Inde- 
oendent. Socialist Labor, Sodal- 
i ist Worker, New Politics or Pro­ 
hibition. 
The prohibitionists aren't on 
the ballot in Michigan this year, 
but they did certify their candi­ 
dates and electors with the sec­ 
retary of state before the Sept. 
4 deadline. 
So, Kelley 
says, 
write-in votes for them would 
be valid. 
Incidentally, 
once a party’s 
electors are chosen by the vot­ 
ers, there’s nothing to require 
them to vote for the party’s 
candidate. But they usually do. 
The Republican State Central 
Com m ittee’s research division 
reports that out of 14,554 elec­ 
toral 
votes 
cast 
from 
1820 
through 1964, only eight were 
cast for someone other than the 
presidential 
candidate of the 
electors’ political parties.

NEW YORK (AP) - The con­ 
fident consumer of 1968, a liber­ 
ated version of the cautious con­ 
sumer of 1966 and 1967, might 
do well to take a few moments 
now to consider some of the 
worst of what Ides ahead. 
—First, there’s the increase in 
Social Security taxes to contend 
with beginning in January. It 
doesn’t amount to much of an 
increase, $374.40 at maximum 
compared with $343.20 this year.

—Second, there’s a tax blow 
due on April 15.
